I fhall only add, that our Northern Lights have been 
much feldomer, and fainter, both in Appearance and 
Motion, than formerlys and whether they will 
dwindle away and vanifli wholly for fome Years, or 
whether they have had their former periodic Returns^ 
is not certain : Nor is it lefs dubious, whether they 
afFeft our Weather, Seafons, and Animal Bodies, or 
not. Were it not too tedious, I might here fubjoin
